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The rejection of claims 32, 36 and 37 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Edwards et al. (US 6,783,961 B1, Date of 
Patent: 8/31/2004, earliest effective filing date: 2/26/1999) is maintained. 

The Declarations submitted by applicant on 4/19/2010 under 37 C.F.R.1.132 and 37 C.F.R. 1.131 have been carefully considered 
but are insufficient to overcome the rejection because that the scope of the declaration or affidavit is not commensurate with the scope of 
the claim(s). The Declarations have established that applicant invented before the prior art date a polyclonal antibody that binds specifically 
to MCT-1 protein (the instant SEQ ID NO:8). The instant claims are drawn to any antibody that binds MCT-1 (includes both polyclonal and 
monoclonal), and a monoclonal antibody that binds MCT-1 . Because the Declarations do not show that applicant was in possession of the 
monoclonal antibody, the rejection is maintained. 
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
